Baron, or Courtof a Mannor here in England, to be glden every three weeks ; which Court ſhall 
bave power,order,and juriſdiction of all mdrcy debts,promiſes, and I reſpaſles, whatſoever ari[- 
ing within the ſaid Mannor, or precincts thzreof ; PrBvided that the Matter in demand exceed not 
.. the valuggf fourty ſhillings ſterling, and thatin any {ach action of Treſpaſs, the Freehold or Title

ſaid Court Baron ſhall be he 1d in manner following, That is to ſay, the ſtyle of the Court ſhall be, 
Th-" :artofeA.

outors of the ſaid Court and the homage or Sutors to be named in the entry , then after three O'yes 
made, the Sutors,or their Cle1k,or Steward (hall ſay, If any will be aſloigned,or enter any plaint,ler 
them come in and they ſhall be heard, thenthelury are to be impanelled and ſworn , and then a 
ſhort charge is to be given concerning the ſeverall matters and things to be done there , and after 
preſentment and enquiry made, the Sutors ſhall proczed in the ſeverall matters preſented, and give 
orderand Relief, asthe Caſe ſhall require and make execution by attachment upon the goods of 
the party within that Mannor. 
And itis hereby further declared and ordained , That the Sators in every the ſaid Court Baron 
may from time to time, as there ſhall be occaſion, make by-laws for the publick V Veal, Rule and 
Government of the perſons within ſuch Mannor, and all and every ſuch by-law ſhall be binding to 
every party within the Mannor, And the ſaid Sutors ſhall have power and authority to amerce ſuch 
perſons as infringe any of the ſaid by-laws, and may give V Varrantto the Bayliff of the Mannor to. 
mite "by umercementby attaThment upon the goods of the party oftendihg. Frovided that © 
” ſuch by-1aws ! © not extended to bind the Inheritance of any perſon who is not party to the ſame
